that the anti<^cesaunist nature of India's domestic 
policy has a bearing on the consequences to the West 
of Indians going Ckminxnist. The paragraph as tnltten 
does not make OIR's point that it is useful to tell 
policy makers that India's attitude towards Coexminist 
China is "not ineonpatible" with anti^Cotmaunismo 
The Staff is reluctwt in this estimate to get into 
the question of the prospects of India's being able 
to woo Cammjnist China from the USSR. Finally, it 
would be difficult to prove that Inca's "basic 
aynpathies ere pcimarily with the West."
